US, UK AND FRANCE JOINTLY PROTESTED TO THE SYG THE

KOREA WITHOUT CONSULTING ITS COSPONSORS. ALSO PRESENT 
WERE USYG SHEVCHENKO AND LEGAL COUNSEL SUY. (SUDEL 
PREVIOUSLY WAS INFORMED THAT SOVIET AMB MALIK AND NORTH 
KOREANS USED SHEVCHENKO TO EFFECT THE REISSUANCE IN ORDER 
TO CONFUSE THE QUESTION OF PRIORITY. ) AMB BENNETT LODGED 
A VIGOROUS PROTEST, SOLIDLY BACKED BY MURRAY (UK) AND LECOMPT 
(FRANCE). AFTER TRYING TO CLAIM THAT COMMITTEE 1 SSCRETARY 
HAD CONTACTED THE COSPOSORS, SHEVCHENKO PROFUSELY APOLOGIZED 
FOR THE SECRETARIAT S "OVERSIGHT." HE AND SUY OFFERED 
ASSURANCES THAT HE REISSUANCE IN NO WAY AFFECTED THE RESOLU- 
TION'S VOTING PRIORITY. AND SAID THEY REGARDED THE ALGERIAN 
LETTER REQUESTING VOTING PRIORITY.FOR THE HOSTILE RESOLUTION AS CLEAR 
ADMISSION BY 

THE OTHER SIDE THAT ITS RESOLUTION DOES NOT ENJOY PRIORITY. 

BENNETT SPARED NO EFFORT TO UNDERSCORE THIS WAS NOT THE FIRST 
SUCH IRREGULARITY IN SECRETARIAT'S HANDLING OF MATTERS 
AFFECTING OUR INTERESTS AND IF THE SECRETARIAT IS TO VIEW 
THE MATTER AS A MISTAKE EACH TIME, THE EFFICIENCY OF THE 
COMMITTEE SECRETARIAT NEEDS TO BE IMPROVED. AT THE CLOSE, 

SHEVCHENKO WAS EXPANSIVE IN HIS FAREWELLS AND APOLOGIES. 

RWANDAN PERMREP TOLD MISOFF THAT AS COSPONSOR OF "HOSTILE" 
RESOLUTION, RWANDA WOULD VOTE FOR ITS PRIORITY, SUPPORT IT 
ON SUBSTANCE, AND VOTE AGAINST THE "FRIENDLY" RESOLUTION.

EXTENSION OF UNEF BY SECURITY COUNCIL- 

SC PRESIDENT RYDBECK (SWEDEN) SAID HE HAD HOPED TO SCHEDULE 
UNEF EXTENSION FOR OCT. 22, BUT SOVIET AMB MALIK INSISTED 
COUNCIL WOULD NEED "ENTIRE DAY" OF CONSULTATIONS SO HE 
COULD AIR AT LENGTH HIS CRITICISM OF SYG REPORT. MALIK HAD 
INDICATED HE WOULD HAVE A GOOD DEAL TO SAY ABOUT US 
TECHNICIANS AND ABOUT THE COST OF UNEF, BUT WAS NON-COMMITTAL 
REGARDING DURATION. FORMAL MEETING ON UNEF MAY HAVE TO BE 
DELAYED UNTIL OCT. 23. MEGUID (EGYPT) HAD SUGGESTED NON-ALIGNED 
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PRESENT THE DRAFT RESOLUTION FOR EXTENDING UNEF, BUT THEY 
APPEARED UNENTHUSIASTIC. BOTH EGYPTIANS AND ISRAELIS TOLD 
RYDBECK THEY PREFER VERY SHORT SIMPLE RESOLUTION. USUN 
SUGGESTED SIMPLEST AND SAFEST PROCEDURE WOULD BE FOR SC 
PRESIDENT TO TABLE SPONSORLESS RESOLUTION ON MODEL OF SC 
RES 368 BUT WITH ONE YEAR DURATION, AND RYDBECK LATER 
REPORTED THAT THE "ENTIRE COUNCIL" AGREED ON THE SC 368 
MODEL AND THAT IT SHOULD BE TABLED BY THE

SECURITY COUNCIL ELECTIONS— 

NEITHER INDIA NOR PAKISTAN HAD RECEIVED THE REQUIRED MAJORITY 
OF THOSE PRESENT AND VOTING IN THE GA ELECTIONS FOR SC SEATS 
LATE OCT. 20. BEFORE THE SIXTH BALLOT USDEL HEARD THAT THE 
TWO DELEGATIONS HAD GONE INTO CONSULTATION WITH POSSIBILITY 
OF INDIA WITHDRAWING FOR THE 1976-77 TERM IN RETURN FOR 
PAKISTANI SUPPORT FOR INDIA'S CANDIDACY FOR THE 1977-78 
TERM (REPLACING JAPAN), BUT SUBSEQUENTLY WAS TOLD INDIANS 
PUT A "HOLD" ON THIS ARRANGEMENT PENDING CONSULTATIONS 
WITH NEW DELHI. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE-OURTEL 5189) 

PLANNED UNFICYP REDUCTIONS- 

CONFIDENTIAL SECRETARIAT WORKING PAPER DATED SEPT. 17 
INDICATED THAT THE SYG PREPARED A PLAN FOR REDUCING UNFICYP 
FROM 3,547 TO A STRENGTH OF 2,919 (REDUCTION OF 628, 

APPROXIMATELY 18 PERCENT), AND ENVISAGED IT WOULD BE IMPLEMENTED 
IN CONJUNCTION WITH TROOP ROTATIONS SCHEDULED FOR OCTOBER

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USMISSION NATO PRIORITY 
AMEMBASSY PARIS PRIORITY 
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RICHARDSON (UK) REPORTED THAT HIS MISSION MET WITH

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DRAFTS, AND USDEL'S DRAFT WAS TABLED BECAUSE OF 

INABILITY TO INITIATE MEANINGFUL INFORMAL NEGOTIATIONS 

WITH THE DRAFTERS OF THE OTHER RESOLUTIONS AND ASSESSMENT 

THAT WORKING FROM A FORMAL USG PROPOSAL MIGHT BE MORE SUCCESSFUL. 

LATER, USDEL RECEIVED COMPROMISE IRANIAN/LIBYAN DRAFT, 

WHICH IRANIANS SAID NOW HAS 16 COSPONSORS. HOWEVER, THEY 
AGREED TO MEET WITH USDEL IN AN ATTEMPT TO WORK OUT A TEXT 
ACCEPTABLE TO THE US.
